massacre of political prisoners took place and the President1 
was assassinated under revolting conditions. The next day we 
landed marines and occupied all the principal ports and towns. 
Up to this point there is no charge against the American Gov- 
ernment by the twenty-four lawyers. 


"The facts justify a temporary intervention. The charges 


turn on what has happened in the seven years that have elapsed 
since then. For since July, 1915, Hayti has been governed by 
the Navy Department at Washington. In those seven years the! 
Secretary of the Navy and the Admiral in Hayti have proceeded , 
in an extraordinary fashion.

"Twice Admiral Caperton "induced" the Haytian Legis-' 


lature to postpone the election of a new President who could 
succeed the one who had been assassinated. American naval 
officers went to work to find a successor. Finally they picked j 
Sudre Dartiguenave, who had promised to accede to any terms, 
which the United States might name, including the surrender of 
the customs and the cession of Mole St. Nicholas. Dartiguenave 
was elected by a Legislature guarded by American marines. l 
Admiral Caperton's Chief of Staff was on the floor of the voting- 
hall. 


"Two days later we presented our treaty of financial con- 


trol and military intervention. It is enough to say that the 
treaty is a complete surrender of all Government authority to 
America. It is annexation in everything but the hypo-critical 
preamble. 


"The Haytian Legislature objected to the treaty and the 


Cabinet threatened to resign. So in September the Navy De- 
partment declared martial law. The purpose, as Admiral

all witnesses as to the purpose of the 
mon in going into Logan co. The pur- 
pose is said to be to show a treason- 
able intent against

So far the 


majority of the witnesses testified 
they were going mainly "to get Don 
Chafin and his bunch of thugs" nnd 
unionize Ixipan and Mlngo counties.
